I have my refund. Does
that mean my return was al
right and will noel be au-
dited?

No, it does not. The fact that
you have your refund indicates
only that your return contained
all the required information
needed to process it

IRS generally has three
years from the filing deadline
of the return to examine the

return and propose an adjust-

ment in the tax lability

For this reason, keep your
tax records for at least three
years from the due date of the
return. Some records, such as
those relating to the acquisi-
tion of a house or other proper
ty, should he kep! lenge:

I lost my refund cheek.
Can 1 get it replaced?

Yes, report the loss to the
IRS Service Center where you

filed your return. They will
send you the forms needed to
apply for a replacement check.

I forgot to deduct my me-
dical expenses when 1 flled
my 1968 tax return. Is it too
late to do it?

No, it is not too late to
amend a 1968 return. To make
a change, obtain a Form
1040X, Amended U.S. Individ-
ual Income Tax Return, from
your local IRS office and enter
the information called for. It is
not necessary to file a com-
pletely new return.

Is a gardener considered
household help? If so, will |
have to withhold soclal se-
curity taxes on wages paid?

Wages paid to a gardener
are subject to soclal security
taxes. If you pay him cash
wages of $30 or more during &
calendar quarter then you are
requred to file a Form 042,
Employer's Quarterly Tax Re-
turn for Household Employes,
and nev acial ecrity taxes.

Income taxes, however, do
not have to be withheld from
wages pa‘d gardeners and oth-
er household help.

Dear Bruce,

One of today's biggest myths is that everybody
ought to be happy all the time.-

Ads often make us feel guilty if we aren't contin-
ually smiling. They suggest that the missing in-
gredient on our happiness scale is a deodorant, a new
hair dye, a later model car, or a lot out in the desert.

Many parents work themselves silly trying to
make sure that Little Junior is never frustrated so
that, theoretically, he won't be unhappy. What they
too often find is that he gets unhappy when he can't
have more of the stuff that was supposed to make him

80 happy.

Many of my short-term pains have become long:
term happinesses. Making a fool of myself, getting
fired from a job, failing tests, taking basic physical
training — all were experiences 1 would have avoided
if 1 could at the time, All, however, taught me valuable
lessons that made me happier later; they inoculated

me.

I like to compare living to taking a hike through
the mountains, When you reach the top of the moun-
tain and the view is splendid, I say to mayself, “I'd like
to stay here forever.” But after a while, this pleasure
palls and I begin to wonder what's on the top of the
next mountain or over the next rise.

I start down into the valley, sometimes getting
depressed by the fact that my view is so narrow and
the way is so hard, Sometimes the upward ¢limb again
seems endless and 1 wonder why 1 ever felt the other

mountaintop.

But those experiences

— the views — the feeling

of exhileration at the top of the mountain make all the
work and sweat and, sometimes, tears worthwhile,

California taxpayers to file for
their $70 property tax rebate
with their county assessor.

1t is also the deadline for fil-
ing for this year's $750 proper-
ty tax exemption.

The rebate is on the property
owner's 1968 taxes while the
exemption will amount to
about $70 on the 1969 assessed
value exemption.

THE STATE Board of Equal-
fzation warned taxpayers that
the new deadline will close at
that time and that no addition-
al extension of the filing time
is anticipated. Some officials
have estimated that as many
as 500,000 homeowners failed
to apply before the original
April 15 deadline.

The only requirements are
that those who file for the $70
rebate had to own their homes
on the March 1. 1968, lien date,
while those {iling fo* the 1969
exemption, had to own their
homes on March 1, 1969,
